Strong Effort 1o be Made to Se
ure an Irrigation Sys-
tem Next Year.

The Irrigation Convention called
last week to mtot in the hall of the
Commercial Club for the purpose of in-
tervsting the farmers gaining sod their
support in the movement to securs
water for the lands adjoining Graute
Pass on both sides of Rogue River,
met Monday afterncon, snd had there
Leen & larger attendance, the con-
vent'on would have been compelled to
adjourn to more gommodions quarters
for every #oat was occopied and fifty
or more persons were obliged to find
standing room in the rear of the hall
and along the isles,

The convention was oalled to order
promptly at 2 o'clock by Col. Q. G.
Coutant, Ohairman of the irrigatioo
Cemmites of the Commercial Clab,
and R, Thomas wes elected to preside
over the convention, Oolonel Countant
then stated that the object of the
mesting was to request the farmers to
eleot six of thely nomber as & com-
mittes to act Twith a like committee
from the clab in securiog irrigation

lmd its adoption by the state of Ure
| gou, told of the wonders sccomplished
lby applyiog water to the lands in
| Washiogton, {Wroming, Colorado and
{otber states of the grest projects un-
{dertaken by the National Reclamation
. Servics, especially the Goonison River
(#chemos where the tunnel is entively
lined with conerete and goes six miles
through the moontain to bring the
,wiater to thes land, and of other places
| where concrete coodoits bave been
built a distance of from fifty to sixty
miles, where Iand had to be flouded
and draived again and nguaio to rid the
soi] of alkali before & crop could be
produced, making land which nnder
ordinary circamstances wis not worth
paving taxes on bring a returo of from
£300 to 1000 par sere,
